Grounded by the weather? The next 
rainy week-end is a good time to check over 
your equipment, replace the worn parts 
and treat the tired leather to a good clean. 
ing. You can add years to its life—and 
maybe your own. 


We asked three saddle experts, all M. H. 
A. members: “What must I do to put my 
saddle and bridle in shape?” The answers 
were unanimous: 


1. Clean it. Unfasten all the buckles. Wash 
the leather and clean it thoroughly with 
saddle soap. Pay particular attention to 
any part that touches the horse. Apply a 
little neetsfoot oil, especially where the 
leather has hardened. 


2. Examine the cinch, latigo and rigging, 
the stirrup leather, the reins. Your safety 
depends upon these. If they show wear, 
replace them. 


In addition, there was further advice: 


Saddle-Doctor Don Bentley (Pinto 
Ranch): “Oiling and a good going-over 
with saddle soap every three weeks or so 
will keep an outfit in fine shape for years.” 
If you have silver equipment, don’t let it 
turn black. Should you find yourself aller- 
gic to elbow-grease, Don can re-dye the 
leather and shine the silver, as well as re- 
place the concha you lost. 


Saddle-Doctor Earl Nanninga (Skyline 
Ranch): ‘Riding in the rain is hard on 
leather. So is storage in a warm basement 
or a damp tack room. Keep it clean and 
oiled.” Earl had some ranch saddles in for 
repairs; he was putting on new strings and 
latigo, re-wrapping a horn and replacing 
loose stitching. 

“A saddle in pretty bad shape can be re- 
conditioned for $25 or less. New sheepskin 
linings run around $14 for a square skirt, 
and less for others.” 


Saddle-Doctor H. W. Starr (Broadway at 
6th St.): “Look, too, for a rusty ring on 
the cinch. If it is pitted by rust, you can't 
tell how strong it is.” 


When we asked about protecting a horse 
from saddle sores, Starr recommended a 
woven hair blanket to use under your Nav- 
ajo. “It can be dunked in water and dried 
in an hour; it protects both blanket and 
horse, especially in roping, or when the 
evar a above average weight.” (About 


These saddle-makers gave their advice 
willingly. They were genuinely concerned 
that good leather should get good treat- 
ment, and that riders should be safe. Need- 
less to say, they also stand ready to make 
you a new outfit before horse show season.

Less than two years ago, Boots & Jeans 
Riders made their first public appearance 
—along with the Lari-ettes at the Ford 
Dealers Convention of April 1948. They 
rode without official uniform. 

By June 1948, uniforms were ready, and 
the Livermore Rodeo parade brought a 
trophy for “best western group.” 

The Square Dancers received their first 
trophy at their debut, on Labor Day, at the 
Concord-Mt. Diablo show. Next came the 
Blue Ribbon Show in Santa Rosa, where 
Boots & Jeans were applauded as an out- 
standing riding unit. 

By 1949, trophies were coming thick and 
fast: first in the mounted division at the 
Alameda Red Cross parade; Special awards 
and cups at Oakland, Woodside, Castro Val- 
ley, Alameda, Concord. By this time the 
unit was one of the few horsemen’s groups 
in the state to be equipped with its own 
sound truck. 

The 1949 Blue Ribbon Show in Sacra- 
mento brought real statewide recognition. 
As the Square Dancers are not a drill team, 
they could not enter into competition. But 
they were given a good spot on the program 
for their exhibition, and received a real ova- 
tion—as well as a big, beautiful trophy.
